The operation
promisesa Lo be u success In every way
expected, and will place Dr. Cloyd
among the first rank of surgeons in
this section, The operation does not
secure a perfect limb, but the results
are far better than if amputation had
been performed.

guined by the other operation rendered
it preferable.

A special Lo the Hee from Lincolu
says: The supreme court hus decided
that the payment of State Auaditor
Moore of some $46,000 in warrants for
sugar baunties to the Oxnard company
s illegal. The opinion, written by
Commissioner Irvine, wuas handed
down this afterncon. Thers was no
dissenting opinion tled,

The bill, passed by the last session of
the legislature, provided for the pay-
ment of fiveseighths cent per pound by
the state as a bouuty for uil sugar made
by uew manvfactories started subses
quently to the puassage of the law.
This bounty was made contingent upon
the manufacturers paying for sugar
Leats at the rate of 85 per ten. The
bill carried no appropriation for the
piyment of this bounty, nor was any
subsequent appropriation made fo
this purpose. But the manufacturer
went ahead and paid 85 a ton for beets
and along in December last applied to
Stute Auditor Moore for the accrued
bounty, The auditer issued the war-
rants for $46,000. The position ef the
anditor was uttacked In several quars
ters and Attorney General Churehill
advised State Treasurer Bartley to pay
no money en the warrants when prens
sented. This action, of course, dis~
credited the warrants, and the com-
pany in whose faver they were drawn
has 80 far failed to hypotonegate them,
The incoming legislature is confidently
expected to remedy this defect in the
bounty law, as farmers have found it
an excellent thing.
